Gop, many of you were but too 
ready to reply, That indeed you were 
willing to come, but there was no room 
ro receive you. Whether that was your 
true reaſon of not, certain it is, - that 
What you aſſerted was a fact: the 
church was incapable of receiving 
one third of the «perſons, who might 
reaſonably be expected to attend at 
the public ſervice ; and to thoſe, 
who uſually did attend, it was cold, 
damp, and inconvenient in every re- 


ſpect. 
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dily liſtening to my nn. made 
to you in the ſpring ſucceeding my 
inſtitution to the living, was ſuch, 
as, while it does you much honour, 
demands, at the ſame time, my con- 
ſtant acknowlegements: bad you ſet 
Jour faces againſt my favourite de- 
ſign, 
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fign,. you would have damped the 
ardour of my purſuit; you would, as 
circumſtances afterwards proyed, have 
been enemies equally to my happineſs 
and your own: but 1 found encourage- 
ment and reſources among you; and 
that which was wanting in you, the 
liberality of others, ſtrangers indeed 


to your pariſh and its concerns, but 

not ſtrangers to acts of piety and ge- 
neroſity in every proper occaſion, moſt 
readily ſupplied : and almoſt as much 
to my aſtoniſhment as delight. I 
| had the happineſs of ſeeing in leſs 
than 15 months from the firit mention 
of it, a'plain, but elegant, a neat 
and commodious building, erected, 
and | finiſhed for the performance of 
Divine Service. My heart, this mo- 
ment, bears witneſs to the joy which 
1 experienced, | on having lived to ſee 
my favourite with accompliſhed, and 


every 
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every thing relating to the worſhip of 
God eſtabliſhed on ſuch a footing as 
I could defire. It was no ſmall in- 

gredient in my happineſs on this ov 
caſion, that you had now no pretence 
for abſenting yourſelves from the 
Houſe of Gop : the accommodation of 
the lower claſs of my pariſhioners - was 
anxiouſly conſulted; and never did 1 
expect to hear it ſaid, ** There is no 
*« room for my reception, if I come.” 
This, however, has been, tho! very 
ſeldom, I acknowlege, urged by ſuch; 
as, being preſt upon the ſubject, had 
no better excuſe to offer for their 
general indifference to the ſacred 
offices of religion.

Bslpks a deplorable diſregard of

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I am grieved when I reflect on the 
_ temptations which are held forth to 
the poor to neglect their buſineſs, to 
deſtroy their health, to rob their fa- 
milies of the neceſſary means of ſub- 
ſiſtence, by perſons who make no 
conſcience of ſacrificing their own cre- 
dit, and their neighbour's welfare, 
both of body and ſoul, to a little im- 
mediate paltry gain. To promote 
this, gaming, riot, drunkenneſs, and 
diſorderly behaviour, I am ſorry to 
obſerve, are ſhamefully encouraged ; 
and unleſs theſe proceedings are 
fpeedily checked by the interpoſition 
of that authority, with which, as a 
magiſtrate, I am inveſted, principally 
for your benefit, I fear the worſt of 
conſequences may be dreaded. - Cer- 


tain it is, that if good order cannot be 
introduced, and preſerved in the pub- 
lic houſes, we muſt deſpair of any re- 

formation 
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formation in the lower orders of the 
people. I ſhall therefore think it my 
duty, tho' I ceaſe to be your paſtor, 
occaſionally to meet. you in another 
character; and by every means, which 
the laws of my country haye put into 
my hands, to check the growth of 
wickedneſs and vice, and endeavour to 
maintain and promote true religion 
and virtue amongſt you. But much 


more happy ſhall I be to find, that 
the earneſt endeavours of my ſucceſſor, 


(and ſuch endeavours, I am ſure, will

Tnovon you are no longer the ob-

Having 
never been trained up in the way 
wherein they ſhould go, they do not 
readily ſeek it, when they are grown 
up, with all their paſſions uncon- 
trouled, and all their prejudices con- 
firmed againſt a religion, which lays 
reſtraints on every irregular appetite, 
every ſinful gratification, while it a- 
bounds with every ſource. of rational 
ſatisfaction, and pure delight. The 
inſtitution, I muſt needs ſay, hath 
already more than anſwered. my warm- 
eſt wiſhes ; and I may confidently ap- 
peal to every parent amongſt you, 
whether you do not find your children 
more orderly and obedient, more du- 
tiful and ſubmiſſive to your autho- 
rity, more civilized in their beha- 
viour; and more likely to become

Here 
alſo my thanks are more eſpecially 
due to the truſtees of that charity,
